Dear  Mr.  President: - 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  St.  Michael’s 
Hospital  having  teen  convened  the  19th.  inst.  to  consider  the 
report  of  the  Hospital  Relations  Committee  of  a  meeting  held 
with  the  representatives  of  the  Medical  Faculty  in  the  University 
18th.  inst. ,  has  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  Relations 
Committee  to  communicate  the  following:-  Though  the  members 

of  the  Board  of  Governors  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  two 
Services  in  Surgery  and  in  Medicine  they  decided  to  forego 

their  wishes  in  the  matter  for  the  present  year  out  of  deference 
for  the  University’s  lack  of  available  associate  professors 

for  either  Service. 

The  Board  begs  to  submit  to  the  President 
and  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  the  enclosed  list  of  last 
year's  Teaching  Staff  with  a  few  changes  as  noted. 

Regarding  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Cleland 
to  the  Chiefship  of  Gynaecology  and  Obstetrics  as  suggested  at 
the  above  named  meeting  the  Board  of  Governors  begs  to  remind 

the  Medical  Faculty  that  Dr.  Cleland 's  association  with  the 
Staff  of  Grace  Hospital  precludes  his  appointment  to  the  Staff 

of  St.  Michael's.  The  Board  believes  that  "one  man  one

institution”  is  a  principle  not  only  accepted  but  advocated  by 
the  Medical  Faculty  itself.  With  this  in  mind  the  Board  of 
Governors  petitions  the  University  to  nominate  a  Chief  who  is 
not  connected  with  the  Staff  of  any  other  Hospital.

Dear  Sir:- 

In  reply  to  your  communication  and  recommendation  of 
the  30th.  ulto.  regarding  the  appointments  to  the  teaching  staff 
on  various  Services  at  St.  Michael’s  Hospital,  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  St.  Michael's  Hospital  wish  to  state  that  but  for 
the  following  exceptions  your  suggestions  are  acceptable: 

(I)  We  are  anxious  to  have  Ur.  Guinane  appointed  as 

associate  in  Medicine  to  Dr.  Dwyer  -  for  these  reasons: 

(a)  He  is  a  man  of  recognized  academic  standing  and  most 
highly  thought  of  by  the  profession. 

fb)  Also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Dr.  Mackenzie  is  at 
present  absent  at  the  front,  we  think  Dr.  Guinane  should  be 
appointed  to  this  Service 

(c)  He  has  been  attached  to  the  hospital  for  twenty- two 
years . 

In  view  of  this  we  feel  you  will  appreciate  our  position 
in  this  matter. 

(2)  He.  Dr.  Marlow:  His  case  is  in  almost  every  way 

parallel  with  that  of  Dr.  Cleland.  We  recognize  his  ability 
in  Gynaecology,  but  all  agree  he  is  not  capable  to  head  the 
Service  of  Obstetrics,  and  as  the  watchword  of  both  the  University

President  Falconer, 

and  St.  Michael1 s  Hospital  is  efficiency,  we  fail  to  see  the 
advisability  of  appointing  him. 


Fending  a  final  arrangement,  we  suggest  that 


the  Surgical  teaching  staff  of  the  hospital  he  given  charge 
of  the  teaching  of  Gynaecology  in  conjunction  with  its  Surgery, 
and  that  Dr.  Frawley  he  appointed  Demonstrator  in  Gynaecology. 


We  fully  recognize  that  this  is  not  an  entirely 


satisfactory  arrangement,  hut  it  is  the  best  temporary  arrange 
ment  we  can  arrive  at  at  the  present.  We  are  exceedingly 
anxious  that  the  man  placed  at  the  head  of  this  department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology  shall  he  thoroughly  efficient  in 
both,  and  we  feel  that  the  University  will  readily  concur  in 
this  Judgment,  and  we  further  hope  that  you  will  agree  with 
us  that  it  is  preferable  to  leave  the  matter  as  we  have  sug¬ 
gested  until  a  suitable  man  can  be  found,  rather  than  in  haste 
make  a  mistake  which  later  on  might  be  difficult  to  correct.

I  have  delayed  answering  your  letter  of  Octoter  btn  for  some 
days  in  order  that  I  night  make  full  inauiries  as  to  our  present  needs  and 
the  cc8sitility  of  making  satisfactory  arrangements  with  regard  to  the  work 
in  Gynaecology. 

With  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Guinane  I  rray  say  that  no 
appropriations  have  teen  set  aside  for  additional  appointments  apart  from 
those  that  have  been  already  made:,  but  perhaps  Dr.  Guinane  would  undertake 
such  teaching  as  Dr.  Dwyer  tray  deem  wise  tor  the  session,  and  next  spring 
when  the  Question  of  regular  appointments  to  the  staff  is  considered  I  should 
be  glad  to  take  up  the  case  of  Dr.  Guinane. 

I  regret  that  in  Gynaecology  there  is  no  one  that  can  be  placed 
in  full  charge  of  the  teaching  staff  of  3t.  Vicnael’s  at  present.  The  policy 
of  the  University  has  teen,  since  tne  coming  oi  Dr.  Watson,  to  keep  Gynaecology| 
separate  from  Surgery:,  and  until  we  can  secure  an  experienced  man  to  put  at 
tne  head  of  Gynaecology  I  think  we  shall  have  to  have  the  teaching  done  in 
the  General  Hospital.

From  a  private  source  we  have  learned  that  a  certain 
party  in  close  touch  with  the  General  Hospital  has  represented 
to  the  Hon.  the  minister  of  militia  that  only  Graduate  Purses 
from  the  General  Hospital  are  qualified  to  do  duty  abroad.  As 
a  result  of  this  representation  we  are  informed  that  only  three 
Graduate  Purses  from  St.  Michael's,  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-six, 
who  have  volunteered,  are  to  be  accepted.  This  is  altogether 
out  of  keeping  with  what  we  consider  to  be  justice. 

If  you  find  what  I  have  stated  to  be  founded  in  fact, 
will  you  kindly  inform  me  of  what  action  you  intend  to  take.

Vy  information 
is  trat  only  nine  names  were  forward!!  from  St.  Vichael’s  without  any 
reference  as  to  the  o ual i f i cs t ions  so  that  a  choice  might  be  made.  I 
an  told  by  our  Commanding  Officer  that  probably  seven  of  these  may  be 
taker,  ard  that  the  list  is  now  closed.  £llcw  me  to  assure  you  that 
tbs  desire  of  trie  University  is  to  show  all  possible  fairness  to- 
3t.  VichaeT’s  in  this  natter.

Your  favor  of  the  I7th.  inst.  to  hand  and  I  now  feel 
justified  in  replying  that  the  information  you  received  upon 
enquiry  was  not  very  reliable.  T  my  state  that  the  party  to 
whom  I  referred  as  being  in  close  touch  with  the  Toronto  General 
Easpital  and,  who.  we  have  been  informed  wrote  the  Honorable  the 
Minister  of  Militia,  is  Miss  Gunn,  the  Lady  Superintendent  of  the 
Toronto  General  Hospital. 

T7e  believe  we  are  most  reliably  informed  that  the  said 
Ly  wrote  the  Minister  giving  the  information  I  mentioned  in  my 


former  letter  to  you.  Further,  instead  of  onljr  nine  nurses  hav¬ 
ing  volunteered  fpr  service  with  the  University  of  Toronto  Hospital 
the  fact  is  that  twenty  names  were  forwarded,  together  with  refer¬ 
ences  and  recommendations  for  each  in  writing,  to  Dr.  Clark,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital.  Tie  feel  that  someone 
has  not  been  as  anxious  to  be  just  in  this  matter  as  yourself.  Tie 
submit  that  our  just  proportion  in  this  matter  should  be  fifteen 
rather  than  seven,  and  in  the  event  of  the  list  being  closed,  we 
may  decide  that  none  shall  go  as  representatives  of  St.  Michael's 
Hospital. 


May  I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  list  of  Surgeons  as
